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Decline' pearls is a little trick 
which Parisian jewelers have reduc- 
ed lo a science. They will take a 
pearl which is apparently ^ imper- 
fect that it is search marketable, 
ami vv ith a skill bordering on the 
marvelous will peel Off the outer 
layer and develop a lovely gem. 

A pearl is made up of layers of 
"nacre" and animal tissue. The 
nacre is that beautiful iridescent 
substance which ejves to mother of 
pearl and the lining of seashells 
their chief beauty, and it is espe- 
cially attractive in the pearl oj 
The lav ers of nacre and animal 

tissue alternate, so that the skilled 

jeweler can peel an Ugly, discol- 
ored pearl and make of it quite an- 
other .jewel. The tools employed 
are a sharp knife, extremely deli- 
cate tiles, soft leather ami pearl 
powder. The layer of nacre is 
hard ami diniciilt to cut, bul the 

i ciiov ator chips it off bit by 

bit, feeling his waj with the edge 

of his knife, for the layer is loo 

thin lo be seen by (he unaided eye. 

In one of the work shops of Chi 

is a man who is specially 
devoted to pearls. lie claims that 
a perfect pearl is the mosl beauti- 
ful of gems, and says that the lime 
mine- when pearls will be 
fashionable again. He exhibits 
wllh some pride a large pink | 
ami said that it had been arlilieial- 
Iv started. This brought out the 
tact that in China and Japan pearl 

S are nut only cultivated, but 
are forced to produce pearls. 

A pearl is Hie result of an oyster's 

efforts to remove a source of ir- 
ritation. If a grain of sand or 
some other hard substance finds its 
way into the shell, the oyster begins 
coatblg it vv ith nacre, which 
the irritating intruder a smooth, ox 
terior. The oyster deposits nacre 
overthe offending object as loi 
il remains a source of irrilalion, 
and the Chinese have taken advan- 
tage of this peculiarity ol' the soli- 
t.uv mollusk. They make little 
pellets of earth which has been 
dried and powdered with the juice 
of camphor sreds, and during Mav 

and June planl these in the oyster. 

The shell is opened with a mother 
of pearl knife, care being taken not 
lo injure the oyster, ami the earth 
pills are laid under the oyster's 
beard. The treated inollusks are 
then placed in canals ami pools and 
left undisturbed until November, 

when ihev aie dredged up, opened 

and the nacre covered pellets re 
moved with sharp knives. The 
pellets are usuall.v found fastened 
tight!] lo (he inner surface of the 
shells. 

The Chinese pearl farmer then 
turns jeweler. He drills a little 
hole into the pearl at the place 
where il was fastened to the shell 
and removes the din. The cavity 
is tilled vv ith yellow rosin and the 
opening sealed neat] wiih a tinv 
bit of mother ol' pearl. 

Hut a Frenchman has Improved on 
this method. He found that the 
Chinese killed inanv oysters bv 
forcing the shell open to deposit 
the earth pellets. The ingenious 

Frenchman bored holes in the shells 
of pearl oysters with a small drill 

and then introduced through Hie 

opening little globules of gli 
He plugged the holes with CO 
and let! the alone to 

manufacture pearls. In six months 
the glass nucleus *vs I with a 

pearly doposito. ami the Frenchman 
reaped a beautiful harvest of pearls. 
lie did not have to bore holes in the 
pearls to remove the center, and his 
pvobuct brought higher prices than 

the pearls made by the Chiiu 

These artificial pearls have much 
of the luster and beauty of the real 



gems, but are sold al a much lower 
rate by honest jewelers. Experts 

can color pearls black, pink, gray 

ami other colors by the use of chemi- 
cals. For instance, a pearl put in 
nitrate of silver turns black. But 
pearl raisers know a trick worth two 
of that. Certain kinds of fresh 
water mussels bear pink pearls, and 
pearl oysters produce ditl'erent 

colored pearls, according to the pari 

of the oyster which is irritated by 

the foreign substance. The arti- 
ficial pearl producer knows this and 
plants his seed accordingly. In 
Washington is an artificial pink 
pearl as large as a pigeon's egg, and 
ils heart is a bit of beeswax 

Perfectly round pearls which 
weigh over twenty-five grains, each, 
are scarce and command large 

prices, but such pearls are natural. 
Artificial pearls are usually Hal on 
one side. ( 'kicago A'- con/.

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Some lime ago, in an article on 
" Trade Learning for the Deaf," I 
discussed the question whether 
deafness was a bar to success Mv 
opinion was that it is not a bar to 
success. In order to substantiate 
my views. I shall discuss the ques- 
tion whether the ileal' can become 
business men. 

Iinloubie.llv the hearing young 

man more easily nets to the front 
and climbs the ladder to success 

without meeting as many difficul- 
ties or making as many missteps as 

I he deaf. The deaf and the hear- 
ing belong to humanity, they can 
do the same kind of work and as 
good work ; but the question is 

whether the deaf can do it as 
successfully as the hearing. The 

rise of any young business man Is 
no easj task. It is only more 
difficult for the deaf man ou ac- 
count of his deafness. It is very 
true that verv few of our deaf bro- 
thers have made their mark in the 
business world. Hut in many in- 
stances the deaf have shown true 
grit and have won success as busi- 
ness men. They have done it just 
as well as if ihcv had not lost their 

hearing. They encountered, just 
as the hearing do, many obstacles 

on their way, bul successfully 
threw them from their paths. 

It is particularly pleasant to see 
and watch our brothers in their ef- 
forts to win, often meet in,"; with 

great difficulties, but in the end 
overcoming them. The ways to 

success in business are open to all, 
and therefore the deaf have as good 
an opportunity to "pitch in" and 
win wealth and honors aa the hear- 
ing. We do nol lack in genius in- 
abilities, therefore, we are able lo 

compete with our hearing brethren. 
A young business man is always 

successful when he docs nol say, 
" I can't do this, or I have n.v er 
learned that ; it is too hard for me." 
No young man who is not afraid to 
work, will talk thai w 

lie loves his work, his employer 
and his fellow employes, and in 
turn enjoys their confidence. Why 
is it that so many deaf take to a 
trade instead of taking up a lutsi- 
This question I hardly feel 
able to answer, hnl 1 will attempt 
it. 

First, it is my opinion that the 
lack of an education in early life is 

one of the chief causes. Moreover, 
many of us who have had a good 
education lack grit, or "sand." as 
men say. Our schools are not to 
be held responsible for their pupils' 
failure to become business men. 
They educate them to a trade so as 
io prepare then for starting in 

life alone. The pupils must do the 
rest. If they wish to do bet ter, they 
rise by their own efforts. Some 
young men. while at school, become 
discouraged with their hard studies 
and neglect them. Hut in after 
years they will be saying, "1 wish I 
had not given up in despair when 1 

was a young man, and bad made 

the best of the opportunities the 
Institution afforded me for boom 
bag an educated man " 

Some of our brothers hav c become 
poets, artists, sculptors, architects, 
md now some are seeking their 
fortunes as business men. To day 
we can refer I o some v cry si;. 
ful deaf business men who have 
achieved success in business of their 
own. and to others who bold re- 
ponsible positions. We niv proud 
of them, and we hope to see many 
moil' who will have patience an.! 
perseverance to do as well. Such 
men reflect credit upon the schools 
from which they graduated and 
make glad the hearts of their 
teach. 

Finally, the way to win sti.

and do better work than olhei 
such work that people will want it, 
and you to work for them.
